which T am now charged with : Mr. Blood continued with his Majeſty a litt'e 
Jonger thanT did ; then he told me_ that he had grauted me a Pardon, which 
1 did thankfully accept of, knowing it would free me from all Penalties and 
Troubles that I was obnoX1ous to, and were occaſioned to me by my Non- 
conformity 3 then engaging him to take out my Pardon, he told me that he 
it out with ſeveral others that had been engaged with him in ſeveral 
treaſonable Deſigns ' and Adtions, at which I was troubled, ſuppoſing ft 
might be imputed to me thereby ; yet God knows'I have often ſince re- 
flected upon 1t with great t'and diflatisfattion : if Mr. Blood did inform 
the late King to make himſelf the more conſiderable, and to bring as many of his 
Party as he could to accept of their Pardons, that he might be rendered utterly 
incapable of Plotting any further miſchief againſt his Government, or any 
other ways that I was engaged with him in any of his treafonable At- 
rempts; I now- appeal to God as a dying Man concerning it, that he hath 
done me an irreparable wrong. I alſo in the fame manner do declare, that 
I was never engaged with any Party in Plotting or Deſigning, or Contriving 
any Treaſon -or Rebellion againſt the late King 3 and particularly that 1 was 
altogether unconcerned in, and- unacquainted with that for which my Lord Ruſſe! 
and others ſuffer'd, and as much a Stranger to any againſt the- preſeht King. 
And whereas it is reported of me, that at Taunton I perſwaded the late Duke 
of Monmouth to aſſume the Title of King, I do once more ſolemnly declare, 
that I ſaw not the ſaid Duke, nor had any Converſe with him 'till he came 
ro Shjpton-Mallet, which was thirteen days after he Landed, and ſeveral days 
after he had been at Tzunton : And 'tis as falſe, rhat I rid too and fro -in-the 
Weſt to ſtir up and perſwade Men to go into his Army, and rebel! againſt his 
reſent Majeſty ; for I was in the Eaſt Country when the Duke Landed, and 
from thence I went directly. to him, when he was at Shipton-Maller, not one 
Man accompanying, me from thence.

I'dye alſo owning my Miniſtry, Non-confermicy, for 
which 1 have ſuffer'd fo much, and which doth now obſtruct the Kinzs'Grate 
and Mercy to be manifeited and extendedto me : For as I chote it nor conttrains 
edly, ſo I appeal to God as'a dying Man, not moved from {ulleane;s or ha- 
mour, or factious temper, or erroneous Principles of Education, or from #>- 
cular Intereſts, or . worldly adyantages,-but clearly from »the Dictates of ry 
own Conſcience, and as I judged 1t to be the Cauſe of God, and to have more 
of Divine Truth in it than that which is contrary thereto ; ſo now I ee no 
Cauſe to repent of it, 'nor to recede from it ; not queſtioning but God will own 
itat the laſt Judgment-day : if no more had been required after the late King's . 
Reſtauration to | Dog Miniſters for publick Preaching, than was after the 
firſt Reſtaucation from the time of Char/es the firſt, probably I might have ſa- 
tisfied my ſelf therewith, and not ſcrupled Conformity thereto ; but the 'Terms 
and Conditions thereof by a particular Law made in” 1662. being not only new, 
bur ſo ſtri&t and ſevere that I could never have ſatisfaction in my owh Confei- 
ence, after all endeavours uſed for a Complyance therewith and' a Conformity 
thereto: to ſay nothing of the' Covenant, which I never took, but the giving my 
Afent and Conſent, have been too difficult and hard for me to comply with :

For, ſaid he, a Biſhop in Ireland ( whole NameT have forgot ) col me the very 
fame. But though I conld not wade through and conquer thi Ditficulty, yee 
I cenſure not thoſe that did it 3 and I believe after all the hotteſt Di es, and 
. moſt vehement Debates, and violent Conteſts between Conformiſt and Non-con- 
to:miſt, there are of both Parties will be glorified in Heaven hereafter. Accord- 
inz to the 29:h.-Article of the Church of England, a viſible Church is a Conegre-
